TALKS ABOUT PANAMA CANAL 


Statement That the Big Ditch W ould 


Be Completed in 1915 Arouses Great 


Enthusiasm, as the Eentire Pacific 


Coast Expects to Benefit Greatly by 


toe .Short All-W ater Route From the 


Eastern Seaboard. 


Tacoma, Wash., Oct. 2.—President 
Taft came to Tacoma and received 
from an audience that thronged the 
big armory one cf the morft cordia! 
greetings of his trip. The president 
was entertained 
at dinner at the 
Union club, after mailing the trip 
from Seattle on board the yacht El 
Primero, owned by Chester Thorne. 
The torpedo boat destroyer Perry es­ 
corted the yacht. Before leaving Seat­ 
tle the president paid a last visit to 
the exposition to view the big live 
stock exhibition. 
Mr. Taft apparent­ 
ly found great interest in the exhibit 
and passed more than twice the length 
of time allotted to it. Finally from 
the judges’ stand, he made a brief 
speech amid a chorus of bleats and 
grunts and the lowing of kine, com­ 
plimenting the exhibitors on their 
fine showing and the progress that 
had been made in this country in the 
past fifteen years in tho way of scien­ 
tific farming and breeding. 
From the exposition grounds the 
president 
motored 
to tim 
Seattle 
Country club, where he took luncheon 
and passed the early afternoon on 
the golf links. 
President Taft promised to attend 
another exposition to he held on the 
Pacific coast in 1915 in celebration of * 
the completion of the Panama canal. 
Mr. Taft said the date was beyond his 
term of office, but that, his interest in 
the Panama canal and In the exten­ 
sion of trade on the Pacific had been 
so great for so many years th at he 
readily gave his promise to attend. 


To Be Held in California. 
The invitation was extended 
by 
Colonel D. C. Collier, director general 
of the Panama-California exposition, 
which is to be held in San Diego, Cal., 
the nearest W estern coast city to the 
Pacific entrance of the canal: and 
George Burnham, a director of tho 
exposition company. 
President T aft’s unqualified state­ 
ment in his speeches here that the 
Panama canal Would be completed in 
1915 aroused great enthusiasm, as 
the entire Pacific coast is expecting 
to profit greatly by the short all-water 
route from tho Eastern seaboard and 
the opening of European m arkets to 
this section. 
All of the South and 
Central American countries, especial­ 
ly those of the west coast, will be in­ 
vited to take a pretentious part in the 
Panama exposition. The extension of 
trade between the United States and 
South 
America, 
the 
president 
de­ 
clared. was another 'eature of the ex­ 
position which elicited his deep inter­ 
est.

When the president left here and 
headed to the south he had completed 
5,000 miles of his 13,000-mile journey. 
In matter of elapsed time, however, 
his journey was less than one-third 
completed. 
During the time he has been “on 
the road” tho president has made 
eight speeches of first importance 
which have clearly sot forth his views 
on nearly every question of impor­ 
tance and he announced that he had 
completed the list of set addresses 
which he had planned before leaving 
Beverly.

PEARY THE HERO 
OF THE HOUR 


Explorer the Chief Attraction 


in Naval Parade. 


New York, Oct. 2.—New York, city 
and state, gave Commander Robert 
E. Peary a welcome home such as 
few returning heroes can hope to re­ 
ceive. From the bridge of bis ship 
Roosevelt, Commander Peary, with 
his wife by his side, was the most 
prominent feature of the sixty-mile 
Hudson-Fuiton naval parade from New 
York to New burgh. All the way land 
and water vied with each other in 
hurling their cheers of congratulation 
through the air to the white little 
ship whereon the tall military looking 
man smiled back his answ'er to their 
greetings. 
Having successfully buffeted the ice 
packs of Smith sound and proved her­ 
self so stout a ship that no sea or ice 
floe could turn her back, the Roose­ 
velt picked out the most tranquil part 
of the Hudson just below W est Point 
as the scene for an accident to ber 
steering gear. 
Unostentatiously and 
without warning she parted her port 
tiller rope and came to a stop. The 
mishap was quickly discovered by 
Commander Peary and anchor was 
dropped while the rope was spliced. 
But there was a delay of nearly an 
hour before the boat proceeded toward 
Newburgh. 
“It has been most gratifying to have 
taken part in the parade,” said Com­ 
mander Peary, “and I am deeply ap­ 
preciative of the reception that has 
been given the officers and crew of 
the Roosevelt and myself. 
It was 
magnificent.” 


Mrs. Peary Delighted. 
Mrs. Peary also was delighted with 
the fine welcome given by the hun­ 
dreds of m arine craft, which showed 
themselves proud of the privilege of 
greeting her and her distinguished 
husband. 
She smiled back her happi­ 
ness in 
response to each 
salute, 
whether from a battleship or from a 
saucy launch. 
Mrs. Peary had been 
deeply apprehensive that the Cook 
controversy might chill the greeting 
to her husband, but her fears were 
dispelled when the Cetius, the first of 
the long line of crowded excursion 
steamers to pass the Roosevelt, threw 
an echoing and re-echoing volley of 
huzzahs and cries of “Peary, Peary,” 
across the water to the bridge where 
she and Mr. Peary stood. 
J. Pierpont Morgan, on his yacht 
Corsair with a party of friends, gave 
Commander Peary and the Roosevelt 
a graceful greeting. 
The Roosevelt dropped anchor near 
the United States flotilla off New­ 
burgh in the evening but the lateness 
of the hour did not diminish the noisy 
greeting of the vessels anchored there. 


Commander 
Peary 
and 
his 
party 
hoarded a tug and were put ashore at 
Fishkill Landing, where they took a 
train for New York. 
The stay of Mr. and Mrs. Deary in 
New York was brief. 
Both soon de­ 
parted for Portland. 
The explorer 
declined to talk about the Cook con­ 
troversy, except to say that General 
Hubbard, president of the Peary Arc­ 
tic club, would make public a state 
ment on the subject early in the com­ 
ing week.

;ton, Oct. 2.—Asserting that 
a monopoly now is being formed 
whose ot)§£pt is to obtain possession 
of the water power sites cf the coun­ 
try, Gifford Pinchot, chief of the bu­ 
reau of forestry, who returned from 
the West declared that remedial leg­ 
islation must be enacted at the com­ 
ing session of congress if this great 
natural resource is to be preserved to 
the people. 
Looming up as another big problem 
which will confront congress will be 
the question of the disposition of vast 
areas of coal lands in the West, but 
principally in Alaska. 
It is important 
that congress should take prompt ac­ 
tion on this important matter, Mr. 
Pinchot said, for the protection of the 
country’s fuel supply and also to pre­ 
vent a monopoly in that product. 
Any doubt that may have existed 
as to whether Mr. Pinchot would con 
tinue to advocate the policies regard­ 
ing the conservation of the country's 
natural resources was set at rest by 
him. 
Not only did Mr. Pinchot assert 
that President Taft is thoroughly im­ 
bued with the conservation movement 


but he declared that the people of the 
country are now more 
completely 
aroused over the m atter than at any 
previous time. 
Mr. Pinchot declined to throw any 
light on the so-called Ballinger-Pin- 
chot controversy over the conserva 
tion question. That he has no inten­ 
tion of relinquishing his position as 
chief forester, as the result of that 
incident, was reiterated when be de­ 
clared emphatically, “I am not going 
lo resign.”

The true nature of magnetism as 
such, of course, is not known. 
All 
that we can be sure of is that mag­ 
netic attraction does not radiate out­ 
ward iii all directions as does light, 
but simply acts along lines consisting 
of closed curves and called lines of 
force, those lines connecting the two 
poles and not extending very far out­ 
ward between them. 
These curves 
may be found very nicely by placing a 
horseshoe magnet under a thin sheet 
of paper and sprinkling iron filings on 
top. 
The filings will collect along the 
lines. 
Now, as to the different kinds of 
magnets, there are natural, artificial 
and electro magnets. The natural ones 
are found as magnetic ore in the earth, 
the artificial ones are made by stroking 
a piece of Iron or steel with a mag­ 
net, and the electro magnets are caus­ 
ed by the action of an electric current. 
Some peculiar things have been no­ 
ticed in regard to magnetism, among 
which are the following facts: 
It has been observed that fire irons 
that have rested in one position dur­ 
ing the summer months are often high­ 
ly magnetized, no doubt having been 
caused by the magnetism of the earth 
itself by the process known as induc­ 
tion. 
Other iron articles that stay in 
one position and do not come in con­ 
tact with fire or other heat are often 
found iii the same condition, such as 
iron bars to jail windows and iron 
railings in front of houses. 
The most peculiar observation made.

with Die suggestion of the National 
Geographical 
society 
that

step, on the part of both Cook arn*. 
Peary, should precede any official 
recognition of the explorers’ claims. 
Correspondence made public hon 
shows that Commander Peary has a1 
ready formally signified his willing 
ness to comply with the ccndition. but 
Dr. Cook, in a letter to Archer Hunt­ 
ington, president of the American 
Geographical 
society, 
has 
declared 
that he will continue in his determi­ 
nation to lay all his records and in­ 
struments first before the University 
of Copenhagen. 
According 
to 
the 
announcement 
made 
here 
Professor Ira 
Remsen, 
president of Johns Hopkins university, 
was asked several days ago by Henry 
F. Osborn, president of the American 
Museum of Natural History, and by 
Mr. Huntington, to appoint, Through 
his authority as president of tile Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences, a commit­ 
tee of astronomers, geographers and 
zoologists, to whom the records of 
Peary and Cook should be submitted. 
Dr. Remsen, in reply, telegraphed it 
would be idle for him to appoint such 
a committee unless it were clearly 
understood that Peary and Cook were 
willing to submit their evidence to it. 
Obtains Peary’s Consent. 
Mr. Osborn at once took steps to 
obtain the consent of Pearv and Cook. 
He received the following dispatch 
from General Thomas H. liubbard, on 
behalf of Commander Peary: 
“Peary willing and desirous to sub­ 
mit all his records and data to Na­ 
tional Academy committee or other 
scientists impartially selected,” 
Dr. Cook at first agreed with Mr. 
Huntington that there would be no 
better person to call together a num­ 
ber of scientists than Professor Rem­ 
sen, but later reconsidered the mat­ 
ter and sent the fellowing to Mr. 
Huntington: 
“In pondering over the problems 
which you were kind enough to pre­ 
sent to me at your visit yesterday, it 
appears to be an injustice to the 
Danes to consent to the appointment 
of another board of examininors after 
I had definitely agreed to submit my 
material first to the University of 
Copenhagen. 
I therefore ask your in­ 
dulgence for a few months, and fol­ 
lowing the Danish investigation, the 
records will be sent to all the geo­ 
graphical societies of the world, after 
which it becomes public property. 
I 
appreciate the good offices of the 
American Geographical 
society, the 
fair and friendly attitude of its presi­ 
dent and its members and will prom­ 
ise that they will have an early op­ 
portunity to go over the entire data 
of my polar conquest.”
